'As a'result the first opinion 
of the attorney gener->! denying to the 
statei the privileges aejporded them prev- 
ious1 to the Jap outbreak, 'was reconsid- 
ered, because of the-strong resentment 
of certain states, and through the in- 
fluence of the president a second or re- 
vised opinion of the attorney general was 
banded out to the country which, re- 
considering his. former adverse opinion, 
llml. states could not assist immigration 
by payment of cost of passage, advised

engrossment and third reading by a vote 
of M to :)8. thi' Klvcr bill providing t'or 
the .-terili/.afioi; of idiotic, feeble-mind- 
ed and epileptic inmates of state and 
county asylums, 


K. T. IClver of Madison, author of the 


bill, opened the discussion emphasizing 
the desirability of preventing the pro- 
creation of mental defectives and declar- 
ing that the board of control, most of 
the superintendents of the state charit- 
able and penal institutions and many 
eminent specialises approved of steriliza- 
tion as the best moans of etlVeting that 
cud. 


John 0. Thomas of Racine was one of 


those opposing the measure, also voting 
in the negative. 


The drastic, anti-cigarette hill abso- 


lutely prohibiting the smoking of cigar- 
ettes iu public places or the exhibiting of 
them in such places was passed by thc 
assembly at its seeond session late yes- 
terday. Thirteen other bills of minor 
importance also were passed. 


The committee on election introduced

Used in Europe to Prevent Disasters on 


Railways. 


Consul Frank W. Mahiu writes from 


Notingham that shocking railway ac- 
cidents in England during the past year, 
due to excessive speed at points where 
the rules required a reduction, has caused 
a detnand that speed indicators be placed 
On locomotives of all passenger trains. 
The consul says: 


"It is argued that t-hc Salisbury ac- 


cident would not have occurred if a speed 
indicator had been before the eye of the 
engineer. 
In the Grantham 
disaster, 


where the train should have stopped at 
the station, but rushed past and was 
derailed at a switch set for a branch 
line, the inquiry turned on the 
point 


whether the train brake had been set, 
but no one was alive who could answer, 
It is stated that certain speed indicat- 
ors showing air pressure in the brake 
reservoirs would have made tiiis clear. 
Such instruments, it is reasoned, not 
only help to explain accidents and to lo- 
cate responsibility but arc manifestly 
a. constant check upon engineers 
who 


might otherwise speed a traiu to dis- 
aster. 


"It is said to lie a literal fact that 


not half a, dozen English locomotives 
arc provided with efficient modern re- 
cording speed indicators, whereas on the 
continent about 20,000 are in use. There, 
it is said, they are practically compuls- 
ory on all passenger locomotives and in 
some countries every main line freight 
engine is also provided with one. A law 
in France and laws about to be enacted 
by Hollnnd and Belgium require every 
passenger locomotive to be thus equip- 
ped within a given time.

This is practi- 
cally a reorganization of the old \\ind 
l.akt drainage scheme under which pro- 
ceeding several large ditches were con- 
structed itbout fifteen years ago. 


Advantages Over Old System. 


Tho present «-heme of 
constructing 


drainage ditches hy the organization of 
drainage districts, has a great many ad- 
vantages over the old system of town 
•ditches. 
In the first place all of the 


work and the: matter of making assess- 
ments for benefits and damages is left 
entirely to the hands of three commis- 
sioners who are disinterested persons ap- 
pointed by tin- circuit 'judge, and who 
nre absolutely responsible to no one ex- 
cept the judge of the circuit court. This 
lakes the matter entirely out of tho in- 
fluence of local politics. 
In th; second 


place the district is a permanent cor- 
porate organization, having all of the 
powors of a corporation under the law. 
The officers of the corporation are the 
commissioners, who hold office for the 
term ot two .years each, at the end of 
which their successors are appointed. If 
tho ditch has once been completed it be- 
comes the duty of these commissioners 
to look after the matter of keeping the 
ditches in repair. It is their duty to 
go over the ditches each year and make 
tho necessary repairs, removing all ex- 
isting obstructions tn the flow of water. 
To meet the expense of 
keeping 
the 


ditches in repair the commissioners, un- 
der the approval of the court, levy an 
annual assessment of not to exceed 5 
per cent of the original cost of the work.

The. matter of the digging of large' 


drainage ditches at 
reasonable

lias always been a very vexatious ques- 
tion, for the reason that in most in- 
stances the marshes through which the 
ditches must -'pass are too soft to sus- 
tain the weight of horses :md he:.vy ma- 
chinery. In order therefore to dig ths 
ditches it has been necessary 
to use 


large floating dredges similar to those 
employed in harbor work. • C. II. Stern- 
berg and Sons of South Bend, Ind., who 
have the contract for the work in the 
Yorkville and Raymond drainage district 
installed a Moating dredge on .the work 
last November. 
This ditch is to be ap- 


proximately ten miles long, beginning 


• about one mile south of the C. M. and 
St. P. R'y Co.'s tracks and extending 
north through the central part of the 
town of Yorkville up into the town of 
K»ymond, where it empties -into 
the 


Hoot river. 
The dredge was installed 


just north of the railway Jaridge. Jt be- 
gan operations during th« early part of
